LONDON—You can depend on the 


German military mind never to be too 
original. 


German 
actical theory is still dc- 


minatcd by the ideas of Von Schlicf- 
i'cn, 
who considered 
the victory of 


Hannibal over the Romans at Cannae 
in 216 B. C. ;i model for all tactics. Jn 
other words, the object of the German 
military always is to develop the en- 
emy flank—preferably both flanks. 


In the present Polish campaign we 


see his traditional stragety at work 
once mire. 


It is illustrated in the enveloping of 


the Polish corridor from east, and west, 
Upper Silesia from west and south, 
and in the current efforts to surround 
central Polish pisitions by concentric 
attiwks from Eas Prussia, from the 
corridor and from Silesia, via Lodz. 


However, present. German disposi- 


tions in Poland have passed beyond the 
stage where they may be described as 
(rue 
envelopment, in which the en- 


veloping force rarely loses touch with 
its own main body or holding force. 


Separate Pelaclmients Exposed 


To Attack 


These have become vast turning 


movements, in. which there arc widely 
separated forces moving toward a com- 
mon objective. 
The danger there is 


that, as against, a well organized cen- 
tral force, various detachments are 
exposed to counter attack, and des- 
truction. 


I was told again and again in War- 


saw that the Poles expected consider- 
able German advances in the early 
days of the war, and that, the Polish 
objective was to keep their army in- 
tact and then to counter attack once 
the Germans were deep into the coun- 
try, 
its armies widely separated. 


Tliis very situation seems to have 


arrived and Polish counter attacks 
can be expected, provided there still 
arc troops available for that purpose, 
which seems quite certain. 


Polish resistance to the German ad- 


vance has not so far been of last ditch 
charactci^ and quite rightly so, be- 
cause the Poles cannot afford to lose 
any of their precious first line divi- 
sions in early stages of the war. 


German reports of prisoners and guns 


taken would indicate capture only of 
Polish rear guard detachments and a 
scattering of local reserve formations. 


Will Speed of Advance flrcak 


Polish Morale? 


I1 would seem that the Polish army 


lia.s escaped any serious disaster and 
is now concedtrating in and south of 
Warsaw. 
Meanwhile, Iho alvance of 


tin- northern and southern arms of the 
German pnicers appears checked on 
both sides. 


The Nazis undoubtedly rcali/.e the 


dangers of their present tactics, but 
probably count on the speed of their 
advance to disorganize Polish armies 
and break Polish morale. 


Likewise, they presumably figgurc 


Hint their air force attacks can nullify 
the Polish army's mobility, an essential 


counter attacking. It is quite clear 


that, the Germans have, for (ho mom- 
en I at least, established air superiority 
on the northern front, but air superi- 
ority is never a permanent or as- 
sured thing because of (he vcy natue 
of thai military arm. 


But Ih fact remains, despite all this, 


thai the Poles have lost a great deal 
of territory and their conlinou.s re- 
lircnicn! certainly is not helping mo- 
rale. 


Unless they can score, not only some 


striking success, but also be' given 
strong evidence of allied support, they 
may be in .serious trouble. 


However, I suggsct, that both these 


things may yet happen, and that the 
Polish situation, though not at the 
moment very favorable, is a long way 
from being hapless. 


Then, too, the Germans may be gel- 


ling a little too cocky, and,' as they 
pu-ss on and spread out more thinly, 
their transportation difficulties begin.

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Turning Hatred On and Off Like a Water Tap 


Amonp the things that can I-P learned from thp European situation, and 


not the least of its unmitigated horrors, is the demonstration of, how hatred 
can be turned on and off at will by those governments which completely con- 
trols press and radio. 
There is something that makes a free man shiver in his boots to watch the 


manipulation of vast masses of people as though they were nothing but rows 
c;f, photoelectric cells, reacting involuntarily to whatever rays of light their 
masters, care to throw upon them. 


For instance, recall the press campaign in Germany just before the seizure 


of'Czeehoslovakia. All of a .sudden, and unison, all the German papers blos- 
orhed with stories about the abuse of Germans in the Sudeten areas by the 
dominant Czech. They were given no jobs( they were left to starve in hovels 
they were subject to actual physical abuse, they were oppressed in various 
ways. The German people dutifully reacted with a wave of anti-Czech feel- 
ing, and were ready to support Hen- Hitler in any move he might make to 
remedy this "situation." 


During the present crisis, the German papers have been flooded once again 


with exactly the- same stories of Polish oppression of German minorities in Po- 
land; the Corridor, OP Danzig. Whether these same old stories, with merely 
the setting changed, have succeded in inflaming the German people sufficient- 
ly, we cannot yet tell. But that is their deliberate purpose, and it has worked 
with stupefying sucess in the past. 


In the Rxissian-German situation, the same thing has been visible. For 10 


years at least, the German papers have been filled with stories describing the 
bestail and blood-thirsty depravity of the Russians. 
And the Russian press 


has abused the German Fascits in almost the same terms. 


After Iz years of this, the head men in the two countries get together in 


a deal. The official Pravada in Russia congratulates the people that the ob- 
stacles which the nasty old democratic countries had been inter posing be- 
tween them and Germany have at last been removed, and that now they can 
love the Germans just as they had wanted to all the time. Germans of of- 
ficial standing-hail each other, perhaps a bit sheepishly, with "Heil Hitler! Rot 
Front!" (Hail Hitler! Red Front!) 


Even the Russian exhibit at the New York Fair, which has been showing 


"Professor Mamloek." a violently anti-Nazi picture made in Russia, suddenly 
withdraws it and begins showing "Lenin in 1917." It ia just a coincidence, in- 
sist attaches. Much the same sort of coincidencei one supposes, as brought 
lha.Russian-German anti-aggression pact just at the most critical moment of. 
the. Danzig affair. 


Nothing is too ridiculous to be believed if it is said loudly enough and often 


enough. 


People brought up in countries in which the state monopolizes propa- 


ganda have been reduced to a gelatinous mental state in which an order, "You 
will begin on Friday at 2 p. m. to hate the Laplanders," would be obeyed with- 
out question. The hatred would be produced just like turning on the water in 
the tap. 


One glimpse of this state of affairs should make Americans cling to their 


free press, with all its faults, as an Alpine climber clings to his guide rope.
